THE COLORADO. 


lf«v»da'8 Claim lor Some ot the 


River and Huroor Money. 


The Carson correspondent of the Vir- 


ginia Chronicle writes that "in the 
House, relative to the memorial calling 
upon Congress for an appropriation of 
$125,000, to be used in the improvement 
of navigation upon the Colorado river, 
Mr. How«H, of Lincoln, gave some in- 
formation which is of general interest. 
The Colorado river—the river of the 
West—forms the eapfcern boundary of 
Lincoln county, the extreme southeast- 
era boundary of the State of Nevada, 
the western boundary of the Territory 
of Arizona, and also the extreme south- 
eastern of California. 
This river is 


navigable daring high stages of -water 
as, high up as Eioville, the junction of 
tUe Bio Virgen and Colorado rivers; but 
daring low water sand-bars and drifts 
are formed which prevent navigation. 
That these obstructions must be re- 
moved is evident, and every effort must 
be used to obtain the appropriation, as 
it would be of incalculable benefit to 
the people of Nevada, California, Ari- 
zona atid Utah. 
Vast tracts of agri- 


cultural lauds are lying dormant for 
want of transportation facilities, which, 
were the rivers made navigable, would 
bloom as the rose. 


MINES LYING IDLE. 


Numbers of patented mines are idle 


on account of excessive freight charges, 
among them being the muah-talked-o! 
Potosi mine, owned by Morgan and 
Hearst of San Francisco, 
which is 


claimed to be the largest deposit of min- 
eral ore we have any record of—thou- 
sands of tons in sight (they say), but oi 
BO low a grade that were works erectec 
and the ores reduced* the transportation 
on the bullion would eat up the profits. 
This is only ona case among many. Up 
the river, not far from Callville, are the 
Grand Gulch copper mines. At El Do- 
rada Canyon, in Lincoln county, are two 
companies operating—The South West- 
ern Silver Mining Co. and the Lincoln 
Silver Mining Co. Opposite the canyon 
on the Arizona sida of the river, are 
Golden Basin gold mined, which are 
now attracting a great deal of attention 
in New York mining circles, but are not 
being worked, owing to the heavy 
freightage existing in that part of the 
country. The resolution is of self-evi- 
dent importance, and passed by unani- 
mous consent." 


The bill which increases the pay of 


the Lieutenant Governor by attempting 
to impose on him the duties of Warden 
of the Prison, and which the State Sen- 
ate has ordered to engrossment, is right 
in the face and teeth of the Constitu- 
tion, which prevents the salary of the 
Lieutenant Governor from being in- 
creased daring the term for which he 
may have been elected. This must have 
been the impression of even those vot- 
ing in favor of the measure for some- 
body evidently thought to remove that 
impression and "cure" the bill, by the 
amendment which gives the Prison 
Commissioners power to remove the 
Warden for cause. But the fact must 
have been overlooked that if the Board 
removed hitu, his salary would still go 
on. 
There is no possible way for this 


Legislature to enact a law to provide a 
living for the Lieutenant Governor. If 
he wants to be Warden, and draw a sal- 
ary, he must take his chances before the 
Joiut Convention on the first Monday in 
February.

The growth of the Northwest is the 


nost marvelous of any-jiftrt of the na- 
tion. In 1873, or less ttion ten years 
ago, the Northern Pacific Kailroad was 
completed to Bismarck, Dakota. Then 
came the panic, railroad building ceased, 
and the tide of emigration took [another 
direction. Not till 1878, when the times 
had improved and the Missouri hap- 
pened to Be frozen over sufficiently to 
allow a few engines and construction 
trains to be carried over, was the march 
of progress resumed. Tha course of 
the road lay through the heart of the 
Indian country, and workmen could not 
be procured unless assuredfthat they 
would be protected by troops. 
Fort 


Abraham Lincoln, which can bejseen on 
the opposite side of the river as the 
train leaves Bismarck, was quite fre- 
quently fired into by|Indians as late as 
1776, and was the rendezvous for the 
expedition under Gen. Terry of which 
Caster commanded the cavalry and led 
it to its terrible fate. 
Along the river 


to the north and south is a line of mili- 
tary posts and Indian agencies, and 
every few miles bring into view some 
point of interest connected witnlndian 
warfare. 
A short distance up the Hart 


Kiver Valley, along which the railroad 
runs, is the spot where an army officer 
was killed and scalped when out hunt- 
ing, a day's march iroin the column. 
At Green River station may be seen 
from the car window the grave of a 
wood-cutter who was killed by Indians 
in 1880, and when the Yellowstone river 
is reached the train is in the very cen 
ter of Sitting Bull's camping grounds. 
The flourishing town of Billings, Mon- 
tana, is within sight of two battlefields, 
that of Major Baker with the Piegans 
in 1808, and that of Gen. Sturgis with 
the Nez Perces in 1877, while only fifty 
miles further west is the scene of the 
Caster massacre in 1876. All along this 
route there is no longer any fear of In- 
dians. 
The road runs iu almost 


straight line from Fargo to Glendive, 
Montana, while the prominent towns 
between are Valley City, Jamestown, 
Bismarck and Mandan on the opposite 
side of the Missouri, which make pre- 
tensions of rivalry to Bismarck. These 
towns are iu the midst of the fines! 
farming country in the world, broaden- 
ing out iieur the western boundary o: 
Dakota into un expanse which nature 
intended for a vast wheat field. Then 
come the Bad Lands, five miles from 
Camp Houston. These were so named 
by the Indians because they were bad to 
travel over. They have been so often 
described that no further reference to 
them is needed, except to say that they 
are destitute of vegetation, uninhabit- 
able, and so broken, seamed, and flllec 
with peaks, ridges, pyramids, gorges 
and fissures, as to suggest that some- 
time iu the past the bottom suddenly 
dropped out of them, causing them to 
sink three hundred feet below the sur- 
rounding surface. 
There is in this 


waste a mountain of burning coal, 
through the crevices of which volumes 
of smoke come pouring out, and show- 
ing in some places the fires of this sub- 
terranean furnace actually at work. 
It 


is this phenomenon which suggests the 
theory, supported by many, that the 
beds of coals underlying this whole re- 
gion have burned out, causing the sur- 
face crust to fall. By others this strange 
result is attributed to volcanic action. 


The fact which impresses the visitor, 


is that civilization has pushed its way 
Westward to this point, and in 
five 


years has driven the savages beyond it 
and left the country clean and safe for 
white men. In other directions, espec- 
ially along the line of the Union Pacific, 
the advance is equally marvelous. Im- 
migrants are pouring iu by the million, 
and they are largely of people adapted 
to the Northwest. They have come 
from Scandinavia till those bleak re- 
gions are almost depopulated. Ger- 
many is ulso being dat'imutod, and from 
Bussia the increase is steady and rapid. 
The destiny of the red man, in view of 
this crowding upon him on all sides, in 
becoming a moat interesting and impor- 
tant problem, and tha present adminis- 
tration is the first one to give it practi- 
cal and humane attention. 
The grunt- 


ing of lauds in severally, the establish 
inent of the more enlightened in (arm- 
ing and other industrial avocations, tub 
education of their children, the prohi- 
bition of war dances and other indul- 
gences in barbarous practices, the sup- 
pression of medicine men and the sub- 
stitution of intelligent physicians, the 
driving out and punishment of rascally 
and swindling agents, the steady dimi- 
nution of government supplies, with a 
view lo encourage habits of industry 
nud independence—these are among the 
ideas which Secretary Teller has pro- 
posed to enforce, and some of which are 
already in successful operation. When 
they have given their full effect upon 
the next generation, through the advan- 
tages of a school education, there is no 
reason why the Indian shall not become 
a citizen as enlightened, as peaceful, as 
independent and as useful us the aver 
age immigrant.

CtBANTS O*1 LAND BTT THE UNIT- 


KB STATES TO TUB STATE 


OF MEVABA. 


THEIR HIBTOKT AND PBSSENT STATUS. 
There have been granted by the Unit- 


ed States to the State of Nevada, at 
different times, lands to the amount of 
661,680 acres (exclusive of the sixteenth 
and thirty-sixth sections and lands 
granted in lien thereof, amounting to 
2,071,195-70 acres). 
.Of this amount 


there have been selected and approved 
to the State 707,829.41 acres, leaving 
due the State a balance of 1,935,046.29 
acres. Much of this land has already 
been selected, and will, in part, be ap- 
proved. Many selections will be can- 
celed, by reason of claims to the land 
dating prior to State selections, alljged 
mineral character of the land, and for 
other causes. There has been much 
delay in the matter of approval of selec- 
tions by the General Government, on 
account of insufficient clerical assistance 
in the department. 


THB SIXTEENTH AND THIBTY-BIXTH SEC- 


TIONS OBANT. 


The Act of Congress, approved March 


21, 1865, appropriated sections num- 
bered sixteen and thirty-six in each 
township 
in 
the State of Nevada, 


amounting to about 3,925,000 acres, to 
school purposes. 
Of this quantity the 


State authorities had sold prior to June 
16, 1880, 61,967.08 acres, or about one 
and one-half per cent, of tha whole 
amount in sixteen years. 


By relinquishing to the United States 


all sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections 
remaining unsold on the ]6th of June, 
18SO, the State of Nevada on that date 
secured a grant of 2,000,000 acres of 
laud, to be chosen from any unappro- 
priated non-mineral land in this State, 
and to be disposed of under such laws, 
rules and regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the Legislature of the State 
of Nevada. (See 2,000,000-grant.) 
THE INDEMNITY OB "LIBtT LAND1' QUANT. 


The Act of Congress approved Febru- 


ary 26, 1869, permits States to select 
lauds as indemnity for'sixteenth and 
thirty-sixth sections lost "in place" to 
the State. "Where settlements .with a 
view to pre-emption have been made 
before the survey cf the lands in the 
field, which are found to have been 
iiKidti on sections sixteen or thirty-six, 
thode bectiocs shall b« subject to the 
pre-emption claim of such settler, and 
if they, or either of them, have been or 
shall be reserved for colleges or schools 
in the Stuta «r Territory in which the 
lands lie, other lauds o' like quantity 
are appropriated in lieu of such us may 
bs patented by pre-einptors, and other 
lauds are also appropriated to compen- 
sate deficiencies for school purposes. 
Where sections sixteen or thirty-six are 
fractional in quantity, or where one or 
both are wanting by reason of the town- 
ship boiug fractional, or from any nat- 
ural cause whatever." 


Unrier this law the Stats of Nevada 


has selected and reserved as indemnity 
for losses, 9/J28.62 acres of land. 
INTIENAL IMPBOVEMEST 
GKANT — FIVE 


HDNDBED THOTOANO ACRES. 


Acts of Congress, approved Septem- 


ber 4, 1841, and March 21, 1864, grant 
to the State of Nevada 500,000 acres of 
land for purposes of internal improve- 
ment. 


An Act of Congress, approved July 4, 


18G6, provides: "That the appropris- 
tioo by the Constitution of the State of 
Nevada, to educational purposes, of the 
500,000 acres of land granted to said 
State by the law of September 4, 1841, 
for purposes of internal improvement, 
is hereby approved and confirmed." 


Under tho terms of this grant the 


State of Ntjvnclii has selected and re- 
ceived 480,703.45 acres of land, leaving 
a balance due the State of 19,296.55 
acres, already in part selected. 


AGBICCTMUlSAIj 
COLLEGE OBANT—NINETY 


THOUSAND AOBES. 


By the Act of Congress, approved 


•Tu'y 2, 18C'3, 30,000 acro-i of Innd for 
each Senator and Representative in 
Congress in each State is donated for 
the establishment of an agricultural col- 
lege therein. 


Section 4 of this Act provides: "That 


all the moneys derived from the sales 
of the land aforesaid by the State to 
which the lands are apportioned, shall 
be invested in stocks of the United 
States, or of the States, or some other 
safe stocks, yielding not less than five 
perceutum upon the par value of said 
stocks; and that the moneys so invested 
shall constitute a perpetual fund, the 
capital of which shall remain forever 
nndiminished (except no far as may be 
provided in Section 5 of this Act), 
uud the interest of which shall be in- 
violably appropriated by each State 
which may take and claim the benefit 
of this Act, to the endowment, support 
and maintenance of at least one college, 
where the leading object shall b»—with- 
out excluding other scientific and class- 
ical studies, and including military tac- 
tics—to teach such branches of learning 
as are related to agriculture and the 
mechanic arts, in such manner as tbe 
Legislature of the State may respective- 
ly prescribe, in order to promete the 
liberal and practical education of the 
industrial classes in tbe several pursuits 
and professions of life." 


Section 5 provides: 
'First—"That the grant of land hereby 


authorized shall be made on the follow- 
ing conditions, to which, as well as to 
the provisions hereinbefore contained, 
the previous assent of the several States 
shall be signified by Legislative Acts: 
If any portion of tha f and invested as 
provided by the foregoing section, or 
any portion of the interest thereon shall 
by any action or contingency be dimin- 
ished or lost, it shall be replaced by the 
State to which it belongs, so that the 
capital of the fund shall remain forever 
undiminished; and the annual interest 
shall be regularly 
applied, without 


diminution, to the purposes mentioned 
in the fourth section of this Act, except 
that a sum not exceeding ten percentum 
on the amount received by any State 
under the provisions of this Act may be 
expended for the purchase of lands for 
sites, or experimental farms, whenever 
authorized by the respective Legisla- 
tures'of said States." 


Second—"No portion of said fund, 


nor the interest thereon, shail be ap- 
plied directly or indirectly, under any 
pretense whatever, to tbe purchase, 
erection, preservation, or repair of any 
building or buildings." 


Third—"Any State which may take 


and claim the benefit of the provisions 
of this Act shall provide, within five 
years, at least not less than one college 
as prescribed in the fourth section of 
this Act, or the grant to such State shall 
cease, and said State shall be bound to 
pay to the United States the amount re- 
ceived of any lands previously sold, and 
that the title to purchasers under the 
State shall be valid." 


Section 3 of an Act of Congress con- 


cerning certain lands granted to the 
State of Nevada, approved July 4, 4866, 
provides: "That the grant made by law 
ou the 2d day of July, 1862, to each 
State, of laud equal to 30,000 acres, for 
each of its Senators and Bepresentatives 
in Congress, is extended to the State of 
Nevada, and the diversion of the pro- 
ceeds of these lands in Nevada from the 
teaching of agriculture and mechanics 
arts to that of the theory and practice 
of mining, is allowed and authorized 
without causing a forfeiture of said 
grant." 


An Act of Congress, approved March 


16, 1872, provides: "That the grunt 
made to the State of Nevada, under 
Section 3 of the Act of July 4, 1866, en- 
titled 'An Aut concerning certain lauds 
granted to the State of Nevada,' shall 
not cease by reason of the failure of the 
said State, to provide at least one col- 
lege, as required by tbe several Acts of 
Congress as a condition of said grant, 
but the same shall continue in full 
force, provided that all tne conditions 
of law be complied with prior to the 
10th of May, 1877." Froni;the foregoing 
it would acpear that the State of Ne- 
vada has, by noucompliance with the 
terms of this grant, and of several Acts 
concerning tbe 
same, 
subsequently 


passed, forfeited all claim and right to 
the benefits of its provisions, auU that 
although the title of purchasers of these 
lands through the State is confirmed, all 
sums of money derived from the sale of 
these lands (except interest) must revert 
to the government, unless Congress 
shall, at the request of the Legislature, 
provide otherwise. Of the 90,000 acres 
of land donated in this grant, 87,712.25 
acres have been approved to the State, 
leaving due the State a balance of 
2,287.75 acres. 


WNIVJSESITY GBANX—FOBTY-SIX THOUSAND 


AND EIGHTY AOBES. 


An Act of Congress, approved July 4, 


I860, provides "that land equal in 
amount to seventy-two eutire sections 
for the establishment and maintenance 
of a University in snid State is hereby 
granted to tha State of Nevada." 


Of the 46,080 acres of land donated 


in this grant, the State of Nevada bus 
selected r.ud received 39,025,90, leaving 
dae the State a balance of 7,054.10 
acres. 
PUBLIC BtJII/DINCJ OKANT—12,800 AOBES. 


Au Act of Congress, appvoyad 3Iurch 


21, 1864, donates twenty entire sections 
of lauds to the State of Nevada, for the 
purpose of erecting public buildings at 
the Capital of said State for legislative 
and judicial purposes. 


Of this grant of 1D;>«00 acres, 12,- 


704.40 acres hove been selected And re- 
ceived by the State, leaving dae the 
State a balance of 02.21 acres. 


STATE PBISON GBANT—12,800 AOBES. 
An Act of Congress, approved March 


21, 1864, donates twenty entire' sections 
of land, for the purpose of erecting a 
suitable building for a Penitentiary or 
State Prison. 


Of this grant of 12,800 acres, 
the 


State has selected and received 12,373.40 
acres, leaving due the State a balance of 
426,60 acres, 


THE 2,000,000-ACBB GBANT. 


In 1841, Congress granted to all pub- 


ic land States the sixteenth and thirty- 
sixth sections of laud in each township, 
the proceeds of which were to be placed 
in a fund, the interest only of which 
should be used for school purposes. 
The Act of March 21, 1864, enabling the 
Territory of Nevada to form a State 
Government, carried this grant to the 
State of Nevada. The sixteenth and 
thirty-sixth sections aggregate 
one- 


eighteenth part of tbe State, or 3,925,- 
333 acres. 


An Act of Congress, approved June 


16,1880, granted to the State of Nevada 


2,000,000 acres of land, on condition of 
the surrender to the United States of all 
these sixteenth and thirty-sixth sec- 
tions. Of this grant the State has se- 
lected and received 94,113.74 acres, 
leaving due the State a balance of 
1,905,886.26. About 76,000 acres more 
have been selected, and awaits the ac- 
tion of the General Land Office; and the 
selection of 10,000 acres more is ob- 
structed by uncanceled desert land 
filings. 


KINItEAD AUTO CHOVKKTT. 


Tbeli* Arraignment Yescerduy. 


At 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon Jas. 


H. Kinkead aud L. L. Crockett, with 
Clarke and King as their attorneys, ap- 
peared in the District Conrt room to 
answer to tha indictment for embezzle- 
ment preferred against them by the late 
Grand Jury. The indictment was read, 
It is a very lengthy document and 
would make five or six columns of the 
JOUBNAL, There is nothing new in it. 
Boiled down, it accuses tho parties 
named witL embezzlement, on account 
of the transaction that happened on the 
morning the Bank failed to open its 
doors—the giving of the money to thfc 
old man Kinkead, deceased; the trans- 
fer of money and the package of notes 
to Crockett to secure the State: all of 
which tbe public was made acquainted 
with at the time. In addition to this 
the indictment charges the taking of 
the foreign coins and a small bar of sil- 
ver thnt were in the cabinet in the 
Bank, when tha truth it, all of that 
property belonged to J. E. Jones, and 
was removed to his residence after tbe 
failure, and is there now. 
When the 


Clerk finished reading the indictment, 
the defendants were asked to plead 
"Guilty, or Not Guilty?" 
Crockett 


spoke out "Not Guilty," whereupon 
Judge S. D. King, of counsel, said, 
"Hold up!" and asked tho Court to 
grant the usual time until Monday, and 
the Court so ordered. It seems that 
the indictment reads "3d Judicial Dis- 
trict Court," when this is now the 7tb, 
and tbe lawyers thought they would like 
to cogitate on the proposition.
